Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  my  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  of  the 
Urban  District  of  Bollington  for  the  year  ended  31st  December,  i960. 

The  estimated  population  shows  an  increase  of  40  to  5 >500. 

Births  exceeded  deaths  by  though  in  1959  with  three  fev/er  births,  the 
excess  was  26  births  over  deaths.  The  total  number  of  illegitimate  births 
was  5 (as  compared  to  4 during  1959).  This  gives  a rate  of  56  per  thousand 
live  births  for  the  year,  which  is  a very  satisfactory  figure,  well  below  the 
national  rate  of  54  per  thousand  live  births. 

I must  report  that  during  the  year  there  was  no  progress  in  slum 
clearance;  however,  that  is  not  to  say  that  there  was  no  work  involved.  In 
fact  much  ground  work  was  carried  out  in  the  preparation  of  a report  for  the 
Council,  and  I have  hope  that  in  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  I96I,  there  will 
be  some  tangible  progress  to  report. 

I wish  to  record  my  thanks  to  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the  Health 
Committee  for  the  interest  and  help  they  have  given  the  department,  and  also 
the  officers  of  other  departments  for  their  help  and  co-operation.  I have  to 
thank  Mr,  Watson,  Mr.  Overbury  and  the  clerical  staff,  for  their  loyal  and 
efficient  work  throughout  the  year.

(b)  INFANT  MORTALITY 


There  were  3 neonatal  (under  1 month)  deaths  - 2 male  and  1 female.  This 
results  in  the  very  high  neonatal  death  rate  of  57 •05*  This  figure,  together 
with  the  still  birth  rate  of  24*09  is  not  at  all  satisfactory  and  I sincerely 
hope  that  it  will  not  recur.  The  causes  of  deaths  were  unavoidable  and  it  was 
coincidence  that  they  occurred  in  the  one  year. 

There  was*  one  further  infant  death  and  this  results  in  an  infant  mortality 
rate  of  49*38  per  thousand  live  births,  which  is  very  high  indeed,  but  does 
result  from  the  number  of  neonatal  deaths. 

The  figure  for  England  and  Wales  is  21*9  per  thousand  live  births.

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Transport  is  provided  by  a private  Bus  Company  - one  bus  operating  from 
Congleton,  another  from  Cheadle,  In  addition,  local  children  are  taken  to  and 
from  the  Centre  by  Ambulance, 

The  curriculum  includes  habit  training,  sense  training,  physical  training, 
speech  training,  handwork,  music  and  movement  and  training  in  simple  cookery 
and  domestic  tasks. 

An  exhibition  of  Handwork  done  by  the  children  was  staged  at  the 
Macclesfield  Show  in  the  tent  of  the  Macclesfield  Branch  of  the  Society  for 
Mentally  Handicapped  Children  and  the  Centre  was  "Open"  during  Mental  Health 
Week,  July  9-l6th. 

The  Macclesfield  Branch  of  the  Society  for  Mentally  Handicapped  Children 
paid  for  the  children  to  visit  the  Pantomime  and  they  also  helped  towards  the 
cost  of  an  outing  to  the  River  at  Chester  and  to  Rhyl. 

The  Mayor  paid  a visit  to  the  Centre  on  May  l6th,  there  were  visits  from 
parents,  student  teachers,  Doctors,  student  nurses,  teachers  from  other 
Centres  and  Overseas  students, 

A number  of  gifts  of  toys,  books  and  clothing  were  received. 
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SENIOR  MENTAL  WELFARE  OFFICER'S  REPORT 


I am  embodying  in  this  Report,  the  following  Annual  Report  of 
Mr.  L.  Meadwell,  the  Senior  Mental  Welfare  Officer. 

The  past  year  has  been  a most  revolutionary  one  for  those  engaged  in 
Mental  Health  Work.  The  Mental  Health  Act  was  introduced  on  the  1st  November, 
i960,  and  on  its  introduction  the  Lunacy  and  Mental  Treatment  Acts  of  1890  and 
1950,  also  the  Mental  Deficiency  Acts  of  1913  to  1938  were  repealed. 

The  main  implications  of  the  Mental  Health  Act,  1959 » include  improved 
methods  of  procedure  for  admission  to  psychiatric  hospitals,  whether  such 
admission  be  of  an  informal  or  compulsory  nature. 

The  informal  method  of  admission  as  opposed  to  admission  as  a voluntary 
patient  under  the  Mental  Treatment  Act,  1930,  has  been  distinctly  advantageous. 
It  is  7;orthy  to  note,  that  in  this  area,  a marked  increase  in  the  formal 
procedure  of  admission  has  been  recorded. 

The  Cheshire  County  Council  anticipating  the  increased  work  indicated  by 
the  introduction  of  the  Mental  Health  Act,  1959 > considerably  expanded  the 
existing  Mental  Health  Service,  and  in  this  area  alone,  which  covers  the 
districts  comprising  Macclesfield  Borough,  Macclesfield  Rural  District, 
Bollington  Urban  District,  Congleton  Borough  and  Congleton  Rural  District,  the 
staff  now  consists  of  one  Senior  Mental  Welfare  Officer  (Mr.  L.  Meadwell),  one 
Mental  Welfare  Officer  (Mr.  J.I.  Wallace)  and  one  Traineee  Mental  V/elfare 
Officer  (ifcs.  R.  Hidderley),  also,  in  an  effort  to  ease  the  increasing  load  of 
clerical  work,  a part-time  Clerk-Typist  (Mrs.  Graham)  has  been  appointed. 

This  increase  in  staff  has  indeed  made  it  possible  for  mental  health  work  to 
be  greatly  expanded,  each  field  officer  spending  approximately  75?^  of  his  days 
work  visiting  patients,  at  home,  hospitals  and  psychiatric  clinics. 

With  the  kind  assistance  of  Mr.  Wadsworth,  J.P.,  and  Mrs.  Edwards  of  the 
Macclesfield  Disabled  Club,  facilities  were  eventually  made  available  for 
suitable  Psychiatric  After-Care  patients  to  attend  the  Macclesfield  Disabled 
Club.  This  arrangement  has  been  very  successful,  although  it  is  felt  that 
mere  patients  should  take  advantage  of  it. 

New  terminology  has  also  enter-d  into  the  field  of  Mental  Health  with  the 
introduction  of  the  Mental  Health  Act.  The  Act  refers  to  "Mental  Disordered" 
which  is  sub-divided  into  the  following  types ;- 

A.  Mental  Illness s B.  Severe  Subnormality s C.  Subnormality; 

D.  Psychopathic  Disorder. 

No  longer  do  we  refer  to  Mental  Hospitals  and  Mental  Deficiency  Hospitals, 
instead  we  have  Psychiatric  Hospitals. 
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MENTALLY  HANDICAPPED 


This  department  is  now  responsible  for  supervision  at  home  of  all 
Severely  Subnormal  and  Subnormal  persons  residing  in  this  area,  and  regular, 
friendly  supervision  is  maintained.  In  the  Macclesfield  Borough  and 
Bollington  Urban  District,  there  are  6l  under  supervision.  Of  this  number  18 
attend  the  Macclesfield  Junior  Training  Centre,  the  remainder  being  either  too 
old  or  too  infirm  to  take  advantage  of  such  training. 

Early  last  year,  after  joint  discussion  with  the  Supervisor  of  the 
Macclesfield  Junior  Training  Centre  and  with  the  Divisional  Medical  Officer, 
it  was  decided  that  an  effort  should  be  made  to  offer  some  form  of  recreation 
and  entertainment  to  mentally  handicapped  persons  over  the  age  of  16  years  and 
so  the  "Over  16 's  Club"  was  brought  into  existence,  in  this  respect  tribute 
should  be  paid  here  to  the  enthusiasm  and  work  put  into  this  venture  by  the 
Divisional  Medical  Officer  and  Mrs,  Cheadle.  I feel  that  thanks  are  also  due 
to  the  Assistants  at  the  Junior  Training  Centre,  where  the  "Over  16 's  Club"  is 
held  on  alternate  Wednesday  evenings,  they  each  give  up  their  evenings  off  to 
entertain  and  interest  these  mentally  handicapped  persons. 

Great  appreciation  is  also  due  to  the  Macclesfield  and  District 
Association  for  Mentally  Handicapped  Children  for  their  financial  and  material 
help  given  by  them  to  the  Club.  Thanks  are  also  due  to  the  members  of  the 
Macclesfield  Branch  of  the  Rotary  Club  for  their  kind  interest,  I feel  it  is 
of  great  credit  to  the  workers  in  this  area  that  our  "Over  l6's  Club"  is  the 
first  of  its  kind  in  the  County, 

I do  not  wish  to  conclude  without  giving  my  sincere  thanks  to  the  members 
of  the  Mental  Health  Department  Staff  who,  week  after  week,  give  up  their  off 
duty  evenings  in  order  to  assist  at  the  "Disabled  Club"  and  Macclesfield  "Over 
16 's  Club". 

Below  I respectfully  submit  the  statistics  appertaining  to  the 
Macclesfield  Borough  and  Bollington  Urban  District,  these  do  not  of  course 
include  the  total  number  of  notifications,  admissions  and  visits  made  from 
this  office.  I feel  that  it  is  worthwhile  noting  that  in  the  period  1st  July 
to  31st  December,  i960,  that  no  less  than  1,686  visits,  notifications  or 
enquiries  were  dealt  with  by  the  staff  of  this  department.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Bollington 
Urban  Pistrict  Council. 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  i960. 

A perusa,!  of  the  report  will  reveal  a continuing  pattern  of  the  work  in 
the  various  spheres  of  environmental  hygiene. 

Special  emphasis  h0.3  been  given  to  the  subjects  of  Slaughterhouses  and 
meat  inspection.  The  Submission  and  approval  of  the  Council’s  Slaughterhouse 
Report  under  the  Slaughterhouses  Act,  1958,  have  laid  the  foundation  for  the 
extensive  improvements  to  slaughterhouses,  which  are  required  to  conform  to 
fixed  standards  on  a national  basis  for  the  first  time.  The  operative  date  for 
the  completion  of  these  improvements  is  to  be  July  1st,  I96I. 

The  year  i960  has  been  a notable  year  in  the  progress  of  elimination  of 
tuberculosis  in  bovine  animals.  The  statistics  included  in  the  report  bear 
witness  to  the  dramatic  reduction  of  the  incidence  of  this  scourge  over  the 
past  five  years. 

Additional  comment  has  been  included  in  this  year's  report  on  the  items 
"Water  Supply"  and  "Drainage  and  Sewerage"  in  response  to  a specific  request 
from  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

In  view  of  the  increasing  duties  devolving  on  the  public  health  officers, 
both  the  Macclesfield  Rural  District  Council  and  this  Council  have  reconsidered 
the  existing  arrangement  for  joint  sanitary  administration  of  their  districts. 
It  was  agreed  by  both  Councils  that  the  joint  arrangement  be  continued  and  that 
an  additional  inspector  be  appointed.  Mr.  R.  D.  Clarke  -was  duly  appointed  and 
commenced  duty  in  July  i960. 

I am  again  indebted  to  lir.  T.  E.  Kirkman,  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor,  for 
the  section  relating  to  water  supply. 

My  thanks  are  also  due  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee 
for  their  interest  and  support,  and  to  Dr.  w.  R,  Plews,  Mr.  T.  K.  Kirkman, 

Mjt.  a.  E.  F.  Dear  and  other  colleagues  for  their  ready  assistance  and 
co-operation.  I am  taking  the  opportunity  of  making  special  mention  of  the 
Chairman  of  the  Health  Committee,  Mr.  R.  Clarke,  with  whom  a most  cordial 
relationship  has  been  built  up  over  his  six  years  of  chairmanship  of  this 
Committee.  His  unfailing  interest  and  energetic  support  have  made  a notable 
contribution  to  the  smooth  running  of  this  aspect  of  public  administration.

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WATER  SUPPLY 


The  Council’s  Waterworks  is  in  the  Parish  of  Rainow  in  the  Rural  District 
of  Macclesfield,  and  consists  of  five  boreholes  in  Millstone  Grit.  Tv/o  of 
these  boreholes  are  at  Millbrook,  of  which  one  forms  the  chief  source  of 
supply,  as  it  is  equipped  with  automatic  pumping  control. 

The  supply  has  been  satisfactory  in  quality  and  completely  adequa.te  in 
\ quantity. 

Twelve  bacteriological  examinations  of  the  raw  water  supply  were  made. 

Of  these  analyses,  one  gave  an  unsatisfactory  result,  but  this  was  from  the 
source  at  Lowerbrook,  which  forms  only  a small  source  of  supply.  7Aater  after 
chlorination  as  supplied  to  the  consumer  was  satisfactory  in  all  cases. 
Chlorination  of  raw  water  is  carried  out  at  the  service  reservoirs. 

Ten  chemical  examinations  v/ere  made  during  the  year  and  in  general  the 
results  of  analysis  showed  little  change  in  composition. 

There  are  2014  dwelling-houses  with  5497  population,  supplied  directly 
from  the  public  mains.  No  houses  are  supplied  by  standpipes. 

Only  one  property  is  not  supplied  from  the  mains  and  this  is  a farm  on  the 
boundary  of  the  Urban  District  situated  some  550  yards  from  the  nearest  public 
main. 


The  undertaking  is  transferable  to  the  new  Macclesfield  District  Water 
Board  on  the  1st  April,  1961,  when  it  ceases  to  be  a separate  water  authority. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SE^/ERAGE 


The  majority  of  dwelling-houses  in  the  district  are  connected  to  the 
public  sewer  and  treatment  of  sewage  is  undertaken  at  the  Council’s  Sewage 
Disposal  Works  at  Lowerhouse.  The  Council  are  aware  that  these  works  are 
inadequate  to  deal  satisfactorily  with  the  existing  flow  of  domestic  sewage. 

In  their  consideration  of  stops  to  improve  the  sewage  disposal  facilities,  the 
Council  have  also  had  in  mind  the  acute  local  problem  arising  from  trade 
effluent  from  various  mills  in  the  district.  This  is  mainly  discharged  into 
the  two  streams  flowing  into  the  River  Dean,  and  has  given  rise  to  many 
complaints  by  riparian  owners  dovmstream  over  a period  of  many  years.  The 
quantity  of  effluent  discharged  is  so  great  and  its  character  so  strong  and 
complex,  that  the  Rivers  Board  are  of  opinion  that  it  can  only  be  satisfactorily 
treated  by  dilution  with  much  larger  proportions  of  domestic  sewage.  The 
Council's  Consulting  Engineers  have  advised  that  the  ratio  of  domestic  sev/age 
to  trade  effluent  in  Bollington  alone  is  far  too  small  to  allow  satisfactoiy 
treatment.  As  a result,  agreement  has  been  reached  in  principle  that  the 
existing  local  sewage  works  be  abandoned  and  that  all  Bollington  sewage, 
domestic  and  trade,  be  conveyed  by  a trunk  sewer  to  the  Macclesfield  Corporation 
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Sewage  Disposal  Works  at  Butley.  No  progress  can  be  made  in  Bollington  until 
large  scale  extensions  have  been  undertaken  at  the  Butley  Works.  Approval  of 
these  extensions  had  not  been  reached  at  the  end  of  i960. 

During  the  year,  the  Council  received  from  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and 
Local  Government  agreement  in  principle  to  a £2,500  scheme  for  the  sewering  of 
a portion  of  Oak  Lane,  in  the  vicinity  of  Oak  Fold.  This  will  enable 
satisfactory  dra.inage  to  be  provided  for  several  cottage  properties  on  the 
rural  fringe  of  the  district.  There  will  remain  some  50/6O  unsewered 
properties  in  the  Oak  Lane/ciarke  Lane /Bollington  Road/Dumbah  Lane /Flash  Lane 
areas.  The  public  health  problems  arising  from  the  existing  drainage 
facilities  in  these  areas  are  not  so  acute  as  to  demand  urgent  action,  and  the 
cost  of  sewering  would  be  most  uneconomic,  due  to  the  scattered  nature  of  the 
existing  housing  development  and  the  present  planning  restrictions  on  further 
development.

No  progress  has  been  made  by  the  Council  in  embarking  upon  action  to  deal 
with  the  high  proportion  of  the  substandard  properties  in  the  district  which 
would  have  to  be  dealt  with  by  "clearance  area"  procedure.  It  has  proved 
possible  to  deal  from  time  to  time  with  several  individual  unfit  houses  in 
cases  where  re-housing  did  not  prove  to  be  a difficulty.  However,  only  25

Whilst  there  has  been  a reduction  in  applications  for  Discretionary  Grants 
the  combined  total  applications  'for  discretionary  and  standard  grants  shows  an 
increase  over  recent  years.  The  preference  for  standard  grants  doubtless 
arises  from  the  simplified  procedure.

Slaughterhouses 

The  Council's  Health  Committee  deputed  the  Slaughterhouses  Sub-Committee 
to  undertake  the  formal  statutory  consultations  and  to  prepare  a draft 
Slaughterhouse  Report  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  Slaughter- 
houses Act,  1958» 

Preliminary  discussions  with  the  operators  of  the  two  existing  licensed 
private  slaughterhouses  at  Henshall  Road  and  Shrigley  Road  indicated  that  they 
were  prepared  to  carry  out  the  work  necessary  to  bring  their  respective 
premises  up  to  the  standards  of  the  Slaughterhouse  Construction  Regulations. 

Consultations  were  then  undertaken  with  the  meat  trade  and  with 
representatives  of  adjoining  local  authorities.  The  main  conclusions  reached 
by  the  Sub-Committee  as  a result  of  these  consultations  were;- 

1.  That  there  was  every  indication  that  the  two  existing  private 
slaughterhouses  would  be  improved  to  the  new  statutory  standards. 

2.  That  there  was  no  suggestion  from  any  trade  interest  or  local 
authority  as  to  the  insufficiency  of  the  existing  slaughterhouse 
facilities. 

3.  That  the  probable  future  slaughterhouse  facilities  both  within  and 
outside  the  Bollington  Urban  District  will  be  adequate  for  all  the 
trade  interests  requiring  the  use  of  them. 

4.  That  July  1st,  I96I,  be  recommended  as  the  date  by  which  all  the 
Statutory  improvements  at  the  existing  slaughterhouses  must  be 
completed. 

These  conclusions  were  embodied  in  the  Council's  Slaughterhouse  Report 
which  was  approved  by  the  Council  and  submitted  to  the  Minister  of  Agriculture 
Fisheries  and  Food  for  confirmation  on  July  7th,  i960. 

The  Report  was  formally  accepted  by  the  Minister  on  July  26th,  i960, 
without  amendment,  and  the  date  of  July  1st,  I96I,  approved  as  the  'appointed 
day'  for  existing  slaughterhouses  in  the  district. 

As  the  alterations  to  the  two  existing  slaughterhouses  were  of  a major 
character,  the  operators  were  recommended  to  seek  profressional  advice  in  the 
drawing  up  of  schemes  and  plans  to  incorporate  all  the  detailed  requirements 
of  the  Construction  Regulations.  In  this  way,  it  was  hoped  that  schemes  for 
alterations  could  be  agreed  as  a whole  before  building  work  commenced. 
Consultations  with  the  operators  were  continuing  at  the  end  of  the  year.

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It  will  be  noted  that  the  percentage  figures  for  carcases  affected  with 
tuberculosis  have  been  corrected  to  exclude  those  dealt  with  under  the 
Tuberculosis  (Slaughter  of  Reactors)  Order  1950,  as  has  been  done  in  previous 
years.

The  year  i960  saw  the  climax  in  the  campaign  of  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  to  secure  the  eradication  of  bovine 
tuberculosis.  On  March  1st,  I96O,  Cheshire,  together  with  other  areas,  was 
declared  an  Eradication  Area  and  all  non-attested  stock  was  corapulsarily  tested 
and  the  reactors  corapulsarily  slaughtered.  The  Ministry  Divisional  Veterinary 
Officer  had  made  arrangements  for  the  slaughter  of  reactors  in  the  S.E.  part 
of  Cheshire  to  be  slaughtered  at  one  of  the  Bollington  Slaughterhouses.  The 
high  throughput  of  reactors  dealt  with  during  the  final  stages  of  the 
eradication  campaign  arc  borne  out  in  the  following  pa,rticulars  s-

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Now  that  the  attestation  of  hovines  will  he  100^  in  this  area,  the 
campaign  for  the  eradication  of  tuberculosis  has  entered  a nev/  phase.  The 
Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Pood  now  attach  the  greatest 
importance  to  the  early  detection  of  tuberculosis  in  attested  stock.  By 
agreement  with  the  Ministry's  Divisional  Yeterinaiy  Officer,  it  is  now  routine 
practice  to  advise  him  of  any  incidence  of  tuberculosis  found  during  routine 
post-mortem  inspection  of  bovines  or  pigs,  giving  details  of  the  location  of 
such  incidence  and  the  origin  of  the  animal.  This  enables  the  Ministry's 
veterinary  officers  to  make  an  immediate  check  back  on  the  farm  concerned  and 
on  contact  animals.

MILK 


No  samples  of  designated  milk  were  submitted  to  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  for  statutory  tests  during  the  year.

FOOD  PREMISES

inspection  of  food  premises  as  is  desired.  It  is  hoped  that  more  attention  can 
be  given  to  this  work  in  the  near  future  as  a result  of  the  recent  increase  in 
the  inspectorate.

RODENT  CONTROL 

I The  Council  has  an  obligation  to  inspect  the  district  for  infestations  of 

j rats  and  mice  and  to  carry  out  treatments  for  their  extermination  on  their 

' own  properties,  including  the  public  sewers,  A part-time  Rodent  Operator  is 
employed  for  these  purposes  and,  in  addition,  he  undertakes  treatment  of  vermin 
at  private  dwelling-houses  free  of  chsr*ge  and  at  business  premises  at  the 
I expense  of  the  occupiers. 

This  service  is  now  completely  financed  from  local  rates,  having  been  the 
subject  of  a 50/  grant  from  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food 
until  March  1959 • 

The  incidence  of  rat  and  mouse  infestations  has  been  considerably  reduced 
over  the  past  10  years,  as  a result  of  vigorous  measures  in  surveys  and  treat- 
ments on  a national  basis,  and  of  improved  techniques  of  treatment.

FACTORIES  ACT,  1937  - 1959 
Means  of  Escape  in  Case  of  Fire 

As  from  December  1st,  i960,  the  Fire  Authorities  (in  the  case  of  this 
district,  the  Cheshire  County  Council)  became  the  enforcing  authorities  of  the 
provisions  of  the  Factories  Acts  relating  to  means  of  escape  in  case  of  fire. 
The  Council  had  previously  acted  directly  in  this  matter  and  had  been  advised 
jointly  by  the  Surveyor  and  the  Public  Health  Inspector,  The  improvement  of 
means  of  escape  and  the  up-to-date  certification  of  factoiy  premises  has  been 
an  urgent  necessity  and  was  highlighted  by  the  disastrous  fire  at  a Keighley 
Factory  in  1956.  It  has  accounted  for  much  time  and  effort  by  your  officers 
since  that  time.
